WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Foods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


In the East the week has been a warm, dry one, bear- 
ing very close resemblance to the much-dreaded May pea 
drouth, and there does not seem to be any indications of 
its ending as we write. The soil has become hard and dry 
to a remarkable degree for this season of the year, though 
growing plants have not as yet suffered, apparently. It 


-is not beneficial for the growing pea crop; of that there is 


no doubt, but if not prolonged into next week may not 
result in serious damage. The sun has been decidedly 
warm, also, with usually considerable breeze blowing, all 
of which further tends to aggravate the drouthy condi- 
tions. The crop of straw hats has blossomed in full, and 
overcoats have been consigned to their summer hibernat- 
ing places, 

The West and North have been more fortunate in 
the matter of rains, as in the early part of the week Wis- 
consin and New York were visited by good showers to 
heavy rains, and the growing crops much benefitted. 
These have been badly needed in those sections, as their 
drouth was of longer duration than that now in th East. 
But these rains were followed by quite cold weather, light 
frosts having occurred in Wiconsin. It is doubtful, how- 
ever, that these frosts were heavy enough to hurt any- 
thing, unless it be some of the later fruits. Certainly they 
would not damage growing peas. Only about half the 
contemplated pea acreage has been planted up to this 
time, according to the latest reports from Wisconsin. 

Buyers of future peas have begun to realize that 
there is a possibility of damage from excessive drouths 
this summer, and are showing more interest in covering 
their wants. The entire year has been so very erratic that 
few can see how it could be normal during the growing © 
season of canners’ crops. They are taking the wise course 
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8 THE Canning TRADE 


in being protected, for at the prices quoted they realize 
that they are running no risks in buying. 

The same is true regarding the buying of any futures, 
and the jobbers are apparently waking up to the fact that 
they are playing the market against themselves when 
they stay out to the extent they have. They know that 
the majority of canners are compelled to sell futures be- 
fore they can open their factories. Therefore a light buy- 
ing of futures means that operations in the canning fields 
must be light; and in turn this would mean light packs 
in the fall and higher market prices. In any event there 
has been considerably more demand for futures during 
this past week in all sections ; New York, Chicago and the 
West generally reporting this condition, 

Speaking generally there seems to be a much im- 
proved feeling in the general market, which has been dead 
and listless for some months. These poor conditions have 
not been peculiar to the canned food industry, but have 
been very noticeable in all lines of trade, and the news- 
paper writers have been over-busy trying to explain the 
cause or to give good reasons for them. The tariff and a 
thousand and one other things have been to blame, ap- 
parently, and the truth may lie in the fact that all of them 
combined have caused it. The one point about it in which 
we are interested is that the dullness appears to be pass- 
ing, a return to more healthy conditions seems near. That 
_ there is complete confidence in President Wilson and the 
present administration would seem to be proven by the 
attitude of the late J. P. Morgan, who is reported to have 
said, as his last message, that any time the President felt 
the need of him or the finances he could control to call on 
him, Morgan, and that all were at his disposal. The 
world now recognizes what a really great man Morgan 
was; and certainly as a wizzard of finances he has never 
had his equal. His confidence, therefore, in future events 


ought to be good enough assurance to any timid ones 
that the future is bright. 


While changes in prices have been very few, the 
amount of business transacted this week has been decid- 
edly heavier than for many months. Brokers’ offices have 
taken on the appearance of business, ard inquiries and 
orders have been the rule all during the week. 

Despite the fact that pineapple packing is just about to 
open in this city, prices for spot stocks have advanced this 
week. There is good reason to expect a larger pack of 
Baltimore pineapple this season than for the past several 
years ; but as the quality of this product has been greatly in- 
creased over several years ago, there is a demand for all that 
can be packed. One of the striking features of the market 
is the return of demand for this product, for today it is 
easily as great, if not greater, than before the temporary sus- 
pension. Another lesson is seen in this, and that is that a 
good quality product is cans always increases the demand; 
and a poor quality kills it. 

Tomatoes are quoted slightly lower here in Baltimore, 
standard No. 3s being quoted at 80c.; whereas in the West 
and North prices have been firmer if not actually higher. 

Corn continues to drag its weary way along, and there 
seems to be no saying where the bottom is. Large blocks 


have been offered and sold during this past week at very 


low prices to move them. There seems little question but 


that the market will be sold up before any more can be 
packed, and thus with next year’s supply on hand buyers 
will be very slow to take in the pack of this season, much 


less any that will be carried over. In other words, there 
appears to be plenty of corn on hand now to supply all of 
next year’s demands. If there is a heavy pack in the face of 
this known condition, there is no saying where the market 
prices will go to. 


Other than these few corrections there are very few 
changes in market prices; but conditions in other markets 
are interesting, and these will be found fully recorded under 
their proper headings. 


AMERICAN CANNED FRUITS IN INDIA. 


In an editorial reference to a report published in Daily 
Consular and Trade Reports for December 19, 1912, entitled 
“Canned foods in Southern India,” Capital, a leading trade 
journal of Calcutta, comments as follows: 


“The American consul at Madras seems to be alarmed be- 
cause the American tinned-fruit trade is being considerably 
cut into by increasing imports from Australia, and he urges 
American exporters to take serious steps to overcome compe- 
tition from the Antipodes. The reason why Australian firms 
are making headway in India is simply that their goods are 
much cheaper. A No. 2% tin of Australian peaches, for in- 


stance, can be purchased for 24 cents in the bazars of the 
presidency towns, whereas the price of a corresponding tin of 
American peaches is 40 cents or more. A difference of 16 
cents on a tin of peaches is considerable, and more than am- 
ple to cause the tinned-fruit tide to flow in favor of Australia. 
There can be little doubt that, taken all around, American 
tinned fruit is ahead of that from Australia in quality, size, 


and perfection of packing; and if exporters across the Atlantic, 
acting on the suggestion of the American consul at Madras, 
will send us tinned fruit from the orchards of California at 
about the price now charged for Australian fruit, there will be 
no lack of demand for all that comes to hand.” 


The difference in the current retail prices per No. 2% tin 
of American and Australian canned fruits of similar quality is 
8 to 12 cents instead of 16 cents, as stated in the editorial. 
While the existing difference is sufficient to cause a material 
falling off in the local importation of American canned fruits, 
the difference in conditions would not seem to be so serious 
as to prevent American exporters from competing with the 


Australians on a basis of more equable prices, especially in 
view of the opinion expressed in the said editorial to the effect 
that if canned fruits of American production can be supplied 
at approximately the prices at which Australian products are 
purchasable, there will be an abundant demand for the former 
in India markets.—Consul Jose de Olivares, Madras. 


{A representative of India is now in California anxious 
to acquaint himself with everything regarding the production 
of canned foods. To this end he has written The Canning 
Trade, asking for the information and seeking employment in 
some cannery, with a view of learning the business. He writes: 
“T intend to start a fruit cannery in India. I would be glad 
to show the vast possibilities for such an industry in India, and 
would even enter business relations with any great canning 
factory here (California) which would engage me, and give 
me the experience I require.”’ We will be glad to give his

Market showing more activity—Wide range of prices due to quality—Quality goods bring 


-full prices—More business being done in futures—Cheap grade corn not wanted— 


Cheap peas being urged—Eancy grades scarce—Noted in the market.

New York, May 9, 1913. 

The Market.—Contradictory statements regarding 
the general condition in the market make it difficult to de- 
termine just what the situation is. For example, some 
dealers declare that tomatoes are not as strong as they were, 
while others are of the opinion that they are stronger. One 
set of dealers says that asparagus is lower, in some in- 
stances as much as 7!'%4c. Others declare that it hasn’t been 
cut at all. Then come other statements saying that this or 
that situation has been prevalent during the week. As a 
matter of fact, all these declarations may be partially true. 
The solution of the entire problem is in quality. If that is 
up to standard, the question of price is not difficult. Hold- 
ers of desirable stock are not obliged to sell at low figures. 
They can obtain full outside quotations in all instances. 
Where the quality is not satisfactory, or falls below the re- 
quired standard, there is difficulty in obtaining full outside 
figures. That is the status of the market, as near as it can 
be determined. So far as movement is concerned, it is not 
essentially digerent from what it has been for a number of 
weeks. Buyers are taking only what they need for immedi- 
atewants. They are not stocking up for the future to any 
considerable extent. This may, in some instances, cause 
dealers to believe the market dull, but it isn’t that. It is not 
especially active, yet, on the other hand, there is always 
something doing in some line. 

Tomatoes.—Beginning the week holders seemed to 
be firm in their views, but there was little movement. Later 
there was a disposition to shade values, partly, perhaps, be- 
cause a few wanted to dispose of their holdings and obtain 
the cash for them, partly because there was a lack of buying 
interest at full outside quotations. There has been no re- 
duction or shading upon desirable quality. Quite the con- 
trary, and holders now are as firm as they were at the be- 
ginning upon full standard goods. Some off-standards can 
be bought at less money, but they do not affect the market 
for desirable goods. A free offering of these slightly under- 
grade stock is noted, and on ordinary and fair grade the 
market is undeniably easy. On full standard 3s the mar- 
ket is more active, based upon 8oc. f. o. b. factory. It is 
possible to buy ordinary grade at 75@77%c., but it must be 
understood that this is not full standard. A moderate de- 
mand is noted for No. 2s at 62%c. factory, with occasional 
lots purchasable at 60c. No. tos are weak at $2.65 and up- 
ward, as to quality. Considerable business has been done in 
futures of late at 80c. for No. 3s, 60c. for No. 2s and $2.40 
for No. tos f. 0. b. factory, season’s delivery. Considerable 
business has been done in New Jersey futures. Packers are 
not disposed to offer freely anywhere, and more firmness is 
reported in all lines. 

Corn.—Fancy Maine is stronger on small lots and it 
is more difficult to find fancy grade at less than $1.00 here. 
Some brands are held firmly at $1.05@1.10. A fair de- 
mand for State fancy is noted at 80@&8&s5c. Medium grades 
do not seem to be wanted. Cheap stock is held at 50@ 
52'%4c. delivered. Some has sold as low as 45c. during the 
week. Considerable more has gone out at 47%c. This is 
principally Western stock, though some of it comes from 
the South. 

Peas.—A fair demand is reported for all grades, with 
No. 2 Alaska selling at $1.60 in a small way. Much stock 


of inferior grade is offered, and the tone is easier. In fact, 
they are urged in numerous instances. Some can be bought 
at 8714@ooc. laid down. It is harder to find fancy grades 
at quotations. The stock of No. 1 and No. 2 grades in ali 
descriptions is small here. For Nos. 4s and 3s of fair grade 
$1.00@1.25 is offered. Future quotations: Alaskas—No. 
1s, $1.75; No. 2, $1.50; No. 3, $1.20; No. 4, $1.00, laid 
down. Admirals—No. 1, $1.75; No. 2, $1.50; No. 3, $1.35; 
No. 4, $1.25; No. 5, $1.10, laid down here. No important 
interest has yet developed in Southern futures 

String Beans.—A fair demand is noted for No, 2 
State refugees based upon $1.35 here. Demand seems lim- 
ited to small lots.. A few No. 3s can be picked up at $1.15 
here. Buyers are not looking for Southern greens, and the 
tone is easy. In limas a fair interest is reported. Baked 
are suffering from a slow demand. 

Asparagus.—According to some reports buyers of 
asparagus, 1913 pack, have profited 5@7'%c. by waiting 
before making purchases. It is declared that this has been 
the reduction obtained by following this policy. Others 
declare there has been no reduction. But there is an im- 
pression that lower prices will rule before the general stock- 
ing-up season opens. Old stock is held with growing con- 
fidence on mammoth white and green, but smaller sizes are 
relatively easy. 

Spinach.—A fair call is noted on all stock and some 
lots are finding an outlet at $2.85 factory for No. 10s, 
though some holders are asking $2.95@3.05 laid down. 

Beets.—Small sizes are held with growing confidence 
and sales are made at full prices in most instances. Good 
stock is less freely offered at inside figures. 

Sweet Potatoes.—Not much difference is reported in 
the market, and sales are made only to satisfy immediate 
requirements. Conditions appear to favor buyers at pres- 
ent. 

Succotash.—No change of moment is reported in the 
market, and sales are made in a small way only. Full out- 
side quotations are asked, and in most instances obtained. 

Fruits.—The market offers few features, as compared 
with last week, but there is a steady demand, which seems 
to create the impression that sales are shortly to be made 
upon a higher basis. Conditions are quite satisfactory, 
though most holders would be glad to dispose of what they 
have before the new season is in full swing. 

Peaches.—A steady jobbing busness has been done 
in California stock, with lemon clings held at $1.95 for 214 
extras and $1.60 for extra standards. A car of extra stand- 
ards was sold for shipment from the Coast at $1.60 laid 
down. No important business is reported in standards. A 
little more attention is devoted to Southern pack, and in 
instances full outside figures are easily obtained. Southern 
yellows and whites are moving out under a fair call. A few 
No. 10 pies go out at $2.75 here. 

Cherries.—A better business is noted for spot goods 
and some holders are firmer on both white and Royal Anne. 
A few jobbers are seeking stock for shipment from the 
Coast. Prices in one instance were named as follows: 
White, $1.65 for standard 2s; extra standard Royal Anne, 
$1.80; extra, $2.00; double standards, $2.25. All spot stock 
is held with increased confidence. 
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Apricots—A better business is reported, based on 
quotations. Standard 2%s can be bought at $1.50@1.65. 
Other grades are unchanged. ; 

Pears.—A few extra standard are offered-at full out- 
side prices. No. 2% extras are difficult to find. Indeed, it 
is said that they are practically exhausted. All California 
offerings are scarce and prices are firm. 

Pineapples.—Considerable business has been done for 
shipment from Baltimore at opening prices. Conditions seem 
to favor holders at present. In spot stock very little 
movement is reported. 

Apples.—State No. 10s are in fair request at the 
prices quoted. The situation in other pack is unchanged, 
and sales are made in a small way only. 

Berries.—There is little feature in the market and all 
supplies are held with confidence, even though actual move- 
ment doesn’t seem to warrant it. Supplies are not sufficient- 
ly large to warrant the belief that any considerable surplus 
was packed, and nearly all holders are firm in their views. 

Rhubard.—There is a little more activity and prices 
are firm at full outside quotations. 

Salmon.—Spot stock is held with confidence on all 
the finer grades. Second hands have been sellers in a small 
way at a slight reduction. Some found they didn’t have 
enough and have been forced into the market to buy, and 
are paying full prices for their stock. This applies to Co- 
lumbia River flats and halves. Red Alaska talls are offered 
at $1.35. Pink talls are a shade firmer. A good deal of 
stock in medium red talls is offered at 92’%4c@$1.00 here. 
Other grades seem to be dull, and in instances neglected. 

Sardines.—A better local demand has developed for 
domestic pack, but so far there seems to be no change in 
price. The range is wide, depending upon the situation of 
the packer as regards stock, material and the price of raw 
fish. A range of $2.00@2.25 is quoted as covering all 
grades in quarter-oils, in keyless cans, f. 0. b. Eastport. The 
market seems to be irregular, due to the fact in some in- 
stances that the goods are not packed in standard cases. The 
principal holders appear to be confident about old pack. 
Southern buyers are in the market looking for goods. 

Oysters.—The market is steady, but goods are not 
moving freely. Demand has declined of late. 

Lobster.—Not much business is done. 
scarce and prices high. 

Shrimp.—A better market has developed and _ fall 
pack is a shade higher. Old stock is held with confidence.

@2.10 on No. 1% f. 0. b. packing point. The spring pack 
is cleaned up. 

H. A. Walker, Columbus, Ohio, has been a visitor in 
the West Side grocery trade. He says buyers are taking 
hold a little more freely on corn and peas. Stocks of good 
are moderate, but there is plenty of old pack cheap stocks 
offered at very low figures, and this serves to keep quota- 
tions down, or uncertain.

One Maine packer is offering new pack quarter-oii 
sardines at $2.05 f. o. b. Eastport. Other packers say they 
find no difficulty in selling at $2.15. 

A fair call is reported for the finer grades in Maine 
Corn, and sales have been made up to 97%c. laid down 
here. A few holders decline to sell below $1.05 delivered 
here. 

Advices from all points in Maryland note an advancing 
tendency in the better goods of full standard No. 3 toma- 
toes. One report says that a speculative holder has with- 
drawn his price of 77%c. f. o. b. Aberdeen, and refused 
8oc. on one round lot. A good deal of poor stock is re- 
ported available at 75c. factory. 

Under what was claimed to be pressure of offerings of 
low grade stock sales of Tomatoes were made for jobbing 
accounts in some instances as low as 77/%c. f. o. b. factory 
on fair standard No. 3s. 

The Norwegian government has appointed Gustave 
Porges, of the Strohmeyer & Arpe Company, a knight of 
the first class of the Royal Order of St. Olav. The honor 
is bestowed in recognition of services in developing trade re- 
lations between the United States &¥nd Norway. Mr. 
Porges’ firm is a large importer of Norwegian packed sar- 
dines. 

A prominent Wisconsin packer advises his New York 
representatives that he has entirely sold out his old pack 
of peas. He says: “We are having the dryest spring in 
Wisconsin in years, which affects the prospects for a large - 
crop unfavorably. We are looking for showers. We can 
still take a little more business in futures.” 

A letter from Portland, Me., says that while the sar- 
dine factory is in perfect condition for operation, nothing 
has yet been done. Conditions last year were so unfavor- 
able that the factory run only a few days. Scarcity of fish 
was one cause, but the principal deterrent factor was the 
fact that the price paid for canned fish was below the cost 
of production. With last year’s pack nearly out of the 
way, the prospect indicates better prices for this year. Some 
packing has been done at Eastport, but as the factories 
there can use 1,500 hogsheads of fish per day, and barely 
100 are now taken, it is not difficult to see how relatively 
inconsequential the operations are. The light run is ex- 
pected for a long time to come. 

Baltimore packers report a good sale of 1913 pack pine- 
apple at opening prices. Demand has come from all direc- 
tions, no section of the country appearing to have a mon- 
opoly on demand. . 

New pack herring in No. 1 tins offers at 60c., and No. 
2s at goc. f. o. b. factory in the South. 

One block of No. 2 standard Maine style corn was 
offered by one packer at 45c. f. 0. b. factory for prompt 
shipment. A bid of 42%c. for one lot was declined. 

A. §S. Treat, traveling representative of the Seacoast 
Canning Company, is back from a four months’ trip on the 
road. He visited most of the jobbing centers of the West 
and Southwest, and found business fair. 

A block of 20,000 cases of old pack low-grade Corn 
was sold at one time for New York account. The price 
could not be learned, but was said to be considerably under 


the market.

Cool weather here—‘‘Green’’ vegetables in market—Spot stocks of tomatoes have advanc- 
ed in price—Cannéd Corn still tobogganing and a short pack is necessary—Peas are 
dull - The National Laboratory—Some facts about Secretary Gorrell— What the West- 
ern Flood brought out—Were the cans lacquered?—Salmon.

Chicago, May 9, 1913. 

Weather.— Bright, cool weather has succeeded sev- 
eral days of steady warm rains, and the temperature feels 
more like November than May. 

Another Reason.—There are many reasons being pro- 
duced to explain the inactivity in canned foods. In going 
along West Randolph and South Water streets today I saw 
a few thousand crates of tomatoes from Florida, and many 
other thousands of crates of new string beans, peas in the 
pod, young onions, asparagus, lettuce, spinach and other 
articles, and all seemed to be offered at reasonable prices. 

The “season of scarcity” in this big country seems to 
be growing shorter all the time, and there are many thou- 
sands of people who still believe that market garden truck, 
no matter how old, stale or dust covered, is better than 
canned food. Which is to say that there are many thou- 
sands of people in this country still who need information 
and education. 

Canned Tomatoes.—The warehouse stocks held for 
account of packers in Chicago storage have advanced in 
price, and no standard or near standard tomatoes in No. 3 
size can now be bought in Chicago for less than 85c. per 
dozen, and I can hear of no off-standards even at less than 
82Y%c. Chicago. 

There is no demand for No. to or No. 2 size in toma- 
toes, and therefore no movement. 

Canned Corn.—This articie is still down, taking the 
count, and there are few indications of its revival. I saw 
a letter today from a big Ohio cannery pricing one hun- 
dred thousand cases standard corn for immediate shipment 
at 45c. per dozen f. o. b. Ohio factory, and intimating that 
propositions on large lots would receive appreciation. 

This price was from one of the largest factories in 
Ohio, and yet I suppose the corn packers will roll up their 
usual record-breaking pack as to quantity and tooth-break- 
ing pack as to quality. Well, if they do, I predict what we 


have never in my memory seen, and that is 25c. per dozen 
canned corn in No. 2 cans. 


Canned Peas.—The demand for cheap grades of peas 
is still unsatisfied and all offerings of fairly edible quality 
at 85c. per dozen Chicago are eagerly snapped up. There 
does not seem to be any demand whatever for better grades 
of spot peas. Futures are attracting no interest at present. 

A Long Stride Forward.—I notice that the canners’ 
laboratory has been capitalized and established at Wash- 
ington, D. C., and that Secretary Gorrell and his executive 
committee have led Drs. Bigelow and Bitting into captivity 
and placed them at the helm of this splendidly thought out 
and projected enterprise. These two famous food chem- 
ists were employed as experts in the Chemical Bureau of 


the Agricultural Department of the United States govern- 

ment. 
This is.a long stride toward putting the canning indus- 

try upon an absolute basis of reliability and public esteem, 


and that is what it needs now more than anything else. 
The National Secretary—That man Gorrell (he ac- 


cents the first syllable of his name) is a resourceful, wise, 
and careful thinker and a resultful worker. 

He seems to have formed the habit of doing the right 
thing at the proper time and in the correct way. 

He is a mild-manner, pleasant spoken man, full of the 
kindliness and courtesy which is born in some men, being 
as natural to them as it is for a duck to float. It is that 
kind of inate good-will which can never be acquired, be- 
cause it is of the heart rather than of the mind. 

There is another side to his character, however, which 
is not often seen, for he is possesed of a high sense of loy- 
alty to duty and regard for principle, which makes him, 
when he is brought to face error or to oppose injustice or 
unwisdom, as firm and unyielding as steel posts or granite 
cliffs, and one need never be long in doubt as to where he 
stands, for he is usually ready to state his position une- 
quivocally. 

His insatiable and unappeasable ambition is to serve 
well the great canning industry, in which he believes with 
all his faith, and to place it in such a high position of public 
confidence and favor that it can never be dethroned. 

His position is and has always been one of great diffi- 
culty, requiring the exercise of prudence, persuasiveness, 
tact, diplomacy and fine executive ability, coupled with the 
courage to maintain his attitude when he knew it to be 
right, at times against discouraging opposition. 

Most of the canners know that in Frank Gorrell they 
have got just what they need, the right man in the proper 
place. If they don’t know it, it is time that they did, and 
that’s why I am telling them. 

Davy Crockett’s famous motto was “Be sure you are 
right, then go ahead.” Gorrell’s method is to “start right, 
stay right and arrive right.” It’s a good method. 

Another Explanation. —A wholesale grocer who 
lives in Indianapolis says that he has discovered why the 
canned food market is stagnated this Spring. 

The recent big flood overflowed into and filled the base- 
ments of a number of retail grocery stores in that city, and 
that the owners had to get the goods out and send them to 
a warehouse in that city to be cleaned and relabeled. 

He said that he was astonished at the quantity of 
canned foods most of these retail stores had in stock. 

Some of them, in his opinion, had on hand enough 
stock to last them two years in ordinary course of de-

He asked one retailer and he said that he had bought 
futures and snaps and all the advertised brands and pri- 
vate labels for which there was a demand, until his stock 
had become entirey too large. 

That jobber wondered if that was the condition of 
retailers’ stocks through the country, and held that if such 
was the case there is but little hope for an active demand 
from retailers for a long time. 

Canned Salmon.— Fancy Chenook and Sockeye 
grades are growing quite scarce and jobbers are begin- 
ning to draw upon other markets for supplies. The stocks 
of Red Alaska, Medium Red, Cohoes and Pinks are ample, 
however, and prices are easy. 

Hard Competition.—This town of Chicago is a close 
proposition in the wholesale grocery line, and a new house 
or people coming here to start into that business without 
a knowledge of the market and its methods has about as 
much chance of success as the historical cat that fell into 
Plutos dominions just after its claws had been trimmed. 

The reefs of commerce are strewed with the wrecks of 
such ventures in the vicinity of Chicago. 

An instance is recent. A house which came here three 
years ago under good auspices, with ample capital and 
almost unlimited credit, but under the management of a 
man who had been successful in other, but smaller places, 
has just liquidated and paid back 10 per cent. to the stock- 
holders and hopes to pay back Io per cent. more when its 
collections are made. There is where the danger lies to new 
navigators in Chicago wholesale grocery waters. Every 
kind of a man that the Lord ever gave a language to when 
he stopped the construction of the tower of Babel, has in 
the past two decades come to Chicago and started in the 


retail grocery business, and considers himself worthy of a 


‘line of credit. If he gets it and succeeds, he pays. If he 


doesn’t succeed, he pays nothing, and the places which knew 
him once know him no mote.

Selling Agency for Salmon packers is proposed as a means to reduce costs—Some favor 


it, others ridicule—Columbia River season now open but fish’ not running—Spot 


market is weak—Future market unchanged—Anti-Alien Fishing Bill passed by 


Alaska—Berry crops large in the Northwest.

Salmon.—The most important feature of the canned 
salmon situation at present is the efforts being made to or- 
ganize a selling agency to market the output of a large 
number of the canneries on Puget Sound and in Alaska. A 
committee of prominent cannerymen has been named. to in- 
vestigate the practicability of this plan. One reason ad- 
vanced for the formation of such an agency is that it is 
thought that such an arrangement would enable the packers 
to reduce their selling expenses and at a time when profits 
are so small as they have been in the salmon business for 
the past year, the packers are ready to grasp at straws. 

The salmon packers have had pointed out to them the 
great success which the lumbermen of the Pacific North- 
west have made with the mutual selling agencies, a large 
number of which have been organized during the past year 
and a half, or during a period when the market was 
greatly depressed. 

Strong influences are at work to defeat the plans of 
those trying to promote the selling agency scheme, and some 
packers make no bones of the fact that in their opinion the 
scheme is absolutely impracticable. There is no doubt, how- 
ever, that if properly organized and conducted and provided 
also that the agency had the marketing of sufficient grades 
of all kinds of salmon that it would be able to cut down the 
expense of a number of canneries which are now maintain- 
ing rather expensive selling departments. There is a ques- 
tion, however, in the minds of many whether or not the sell- 
ing of the fish can be done any more cheaply by an agency 
made up of packers than it can be done by the brokers who 
now attend to the sale of the bulk of the salmon. Many 
packers, nevertheless, believe that the brokers for some time 
back have been the only people connectd with the industry 
who have been making any money and on whom the de- 
pression and low prices have had the least effect. It has 
been, they believe, the packers who have had to hold the 
sack. 

The season opened on the Columbia River May 1. The 
fish are not running much yet, but several canneries are all 
ready. The early run of fish on the Columbia River is 
always high grade, and high-grade stock at present com- 
mands relatively the best prices going. 

The spot market is still weak. Views of buyers change 
but little from week to week. ‘There is practically nothing 
doing so far as futures are concerned, buyers evidently pre- 
paring to let the packers carry the burden until the time ar- 
rives when the fish is actually available. In years past the 


entire probable pack has been sold subject to approval of 
opening prices, before a case of fish has been packed. The 


lack of demand for futures is naturally a depressing factor. 
although the conservative operators know that a demand will 
develop later on. An impression seems to prevail in the 
trade that there will be plenty of fish, and that prices will 
be no higher, and that there is no hurry about placing orders 
so far ahead of delivery. 

The Alaska legislature passed an anti-alien fishing bill 
which was aimed at Japanese. Governor Walter E. Clark 
vetoed the bill, however, when it came to him. Much as the 
Japanese are despised on the Coast, particularly among the 
working classes, a good many of them are employed in the 
canneries, as it is practically impossible to obtain plenty of 
other hands. ‘There was no attempt to pass the measure 
over the Governor’s veto. In spite of all the other talk of 
fisheries legislation in Alaska, nothing developed. 


Fruit.—There will be a tremendous crop of strawber- 
ries, raspberries and other small fruit in this state this year 
unless all signs fail. There has been plenty of moisture, no 
frosts and damage from a cold snap is now remote. The 
increase in berry acreage is much larger than last year. 
Western Washington fruit canners have cleaned up their 
1912 pack and enter the new season with excellent pros- 


pects. “SALMON.” 


LABOR LAW KILLED IN WISCONSIN. 


Women Not Restricted in the Canneries—Final Opposition to 
Law Stood. 


Just how much the people of Wisconsin are in sympathy 
with the agitators is well shown in the action of the Legisla- 
ture regarding the employment of women in canneries. The 
Grand Rapid News says, under date of April 25: 

“The Corliss-Wiggins-Ogg bill amending the law relative 
to the Department of Labor as affecting the hours of labor 
for women, was killed by the house by an overwhelming vote. 
The persistent efforts of Commissioner Perry F. Powers to 
force the canning factories to come under the fifty-four hour- 
week provision created no end of opposition and the canners 
and telephone companies demonstrated the utter futility of 
maintaining service and keeping within this law. 

To meet the objections of the canners principally the 
legislature had tacken on a provision which exempted cities 
of 2,000 population and less from the provisions of the fifty- 
four-hour law for women. E 

When the labor commissioner learned of this he threw 
up his hands in horror and asked that the~ whole bill be 
killed. He explained that, under the amendment, the law 
would not be effective in any particular in the cities marked 
for exemption in this bill. The house took him at his word, 
smiled and gave the measure its quietus.”’ 
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NATIONAL CANNERS’ ASSOCIATION BULLETIN No. 12. 


Statement of Weight Under the Recent Amendment: 

A special committee representing the three departments 
will shortly be appointed to take up the promulgation of regu- 
lations and tolerances under the amendment to the Pure Food 
and Drugs Act of March 3, 1913. “We have asked for a hear- 
ing before the committee and will be notified to meet the com- 
mittee for the purpose of presenting views on the subject of 
these regulations. 

At the same time we hope to get a hearing with refer- 
ence to the regulations regarding the labelling generally of 
canned foods. We have been endeavoring for some time to 
have these regulations so amended as to have the whole la- 
bel on a cylindrical package regarded as the “‘principal label.” 
Such amendment would very largely simplify the problems 
of labelling, without, in our opinion, doing any violence to 
the proper enforcement of the law. 


Concerning Labelling as *‘Packers and Distributors:” 
} Our counsel has recently handed us the following opin- 
ion: 

The Canning Company desires to know 
whether goods purchased from packers other than themselves 
could be put out under labelling bearing their name as pack- 
ers and distributors. 

Answering this question, I would suggest that such label- 
ling would constitute misbranding under the Pure Food and 
Drugs Act of June 30, 1906, and the regulations promul- 
gated for the enforcement of that Act. The reason for this 
opinion is that such a statement, in my view, would indicate 
that the Canning Company packed the goods in question, when 
as a matter of fact such would not be the case. In other 
words, if the Canning Company proposes 10 
handle goods other than those packed at their own factories,

they should ‘have two classes of labels, one for use on goods 
packed by themselves and the other for goods they handle 
as distributors. 

Sanitation: 


At, the recent Louisville Convention the following reso- 
lutions were adopted: 


RESOLVED, That a committee on sanitation be ap- 
pointed by the President, which committee shall formulate 
rules and regulations governing the sanitary construction and 
operation of canning factories, making such regulations in 
accord with advanced thought, and so as to properly safe- 


guard the employees and insure purity and cleanliness of 
product; be it further 


RESOLVED, That copies of these regulations be for- 
warded to the Interstate and Foreign Commerce Committee 
of the House of Representatives, the Committee on Monu- 
factures of the United States, to the proper legislative author- 
ities and to the State Canners’ Associations in each State, and 
that federal and state legislative enactment be urged to put 


such regulations into legal effect, and to also require regular 
and thoroughly sanitary inspection of all food factories. 


In accordance with the above resolutions the President 
has appointed the following Committee: 


Messrs. W. C. Leitsch, of Wisconsin; C. T. Lee, of Illi- 
nois, and F. M. Shook, of Ohio. 


The Secretary’s Office is gathering all State statutes and 
regulations on sanitation, and the committee is collecting all 
possible data which will be of use in the drafting of a rec- 
ommendation for rules and regulations regarding the sani- 
tation of canneries and their output.

the burden of proof upon the other. In other words, the 
user of the unregistered trade-mark must, as against its 
owner, prove priority of his use and ownership. The owner 
of a registered trade-mark does not need any evidence other 
than the public records of the Patent Office to establish the 
date of his first use of the mark. 

Trade Marks and Trade Names, Munn & Co. 

Query 2. Whether any geographical name as a brand 
can be registered? 

Answering this question, I would say that the general 
principle of the law is that a geographical name or term is 
not registrable as a trade-mark. Geographical names, like 
descriptive terms, are the common property of all who use 
the language. No one manufacturer can appropriate such a 
term for his own exclusive use for a trade-mark unless it is 
in an arbitrary or fanciful sense. The only exceptions to 
that principle are to be found in the case of manufacturers 
who have adopted geographical terms as their trade-marks 
and have used them so long, without opposition or protest, 
that they have acquired a common law right to their exclu- 
sive use. 

The Patent Office interprets very vigorously the section 
of the law applying to the registration of geographical terms, 
and while many trade-marks of this class are valid and well 
established, it is because they have acquired a secondary 
meaning by long and exclusive use by a particular manufac- 


turer. Examples of this kind are ‘“‘Manhattan,’” a brand of 
shirts, and “Elgin’’, “‘Waltham” and “Illinois’’, the names 
of watches. 
Labelling: 


Soaked Peas and Succotash. 
The Board of Food and Drug Inspection, after very thor- 
ough study of the subject, determined that the proper label- 
ling of the product heretofore designated as ‘‘soaked peas’ is

“soaked dried peas” or “soaked ripe peas.’’ as the case may 


‘be. The Board is of the opinion that the terms ‘dried peas’”’ 


and “ripe peas’’ are not proper designations for these prod- 
ucts, inasmuch as they are the names of other definite sub- 
stances. However, the Board has expressed the further opin- 
ion that it is very doubtful if any objections could be raised 
to the designations of these products, as ‘“‘Peas, prepared from 
dried peas,” or ‘‘Peas, prepared from ripe peas,’’ as the case 
may be, provided the modifying phrase “Prepared from dried 
(or ripe) peas’’ be plainly stated in immediate connection 
with the word ‘“peas,”’ the whole phrase thus forming the 
name of the product. The Board also adopts the under- 
standing of the trade as to the difference between dried and 
ripe peas, the former being the peas gathered in the succulent 


state and dried, and the latter being those which have ripened 
on the vine. 


In view of the above expression, the secretary’s office 
addressed an inquiry to the Board to learn its attitude with 
reference to the labelling of succotash, and has a reply to the 
effect that the same principle has been applied by the Board 
to ripe lima beans used in the preparation of succotash, it 
having been held that the product might properly be branded 
“Prepared from green corn and dried lima beans,” plainly 
stated in immediate connection with the word ‘‘Succotash.”’ 

It will be seen from the above that the use of the word 
“soaked”’ is no longer required in the labelling of dried or 
ripe peas or the labelling of succotash; provided, the state- 
ment as to the preparation of the product is made as required 
by the Board, and in such manner that the whole phrase forms 
the name of the product. 

Petits Pois. 

By a recent ruling of the Board of Food and Drug Inspec- 

tion, it is now permitted to use the term ‘‘American Petits 


Pois” in labelling peas of the proper grade. Heretofore the 
attitude of the Board has been against the use of the French 
equivalent, for the reason that it indicated a foreign product. 
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in inspecting canneries has suggested to many 
the need of up-to-date, labor-saving devices.

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The difficulty thus presented is, however, overcome by the 
use of the word “American.”’ 
Contracts Between Packer and Grower: 

The Supreme Court of the State of Maine has recently 
handed down a decision of far-reaching importance. The 
question before the Court was the right of the packer to reject 
frost-bitten corn grown for him under contract. It appears 
from the evidence in the case that the frost occurred on the 
13th of September, 1911, and the packer directed his super- 
intendent to ‘‘get in all the corn that was not frost-bitten, but 
not to accept any more frost-bitten corn afer Monday;’’ Mon- 
day being a few days afer the date of the frost. In this case 
the Court held that the packer acted with in his rights in re- 
jecting the frost-bitten corn. In its opinion the Court says: 

“In order to give their brands of corn a legitimate status 
in the market, every can must be guaranteed under the Pure 
Food Act of Congress of 1906. Dealers who sell to their cus- 
tomers a high grade of goods, packed and inspected in accord- 
ance with approved methods, and expressly guaranteed under 
the Pure Food Act, with no defect discovered by the exercise 
of the sense of sight, smell or taste, and hotel keepers and vic- 
tualers who furnish such goods to their guests for food, are not 
liable for injuries to such customers or guests caused by eating 
such food, though it is in fact found to be poisonous. 


Bigelow vs. Maine Central R. R. Co., 
109 Maine; 85 Atl. 396. 

Whatever liability for damages there may be in such a 
case must rest solely upon the packer who cans the goods. In 
view of these rules of liability for injuries, and the beneficent 
legislation, both Federal and State, designed to protect the peo- 
ple against the dangers of impure and unwholesome food, it is 
incumbent upon packers to exercise great vigilance and precau- 
tion in their endeavors to select for canning only such products 
as are entirely suitable for that purpose; and when they have 


manifestly acted in good faith in rejecting any product offered 
under a contract which requires it to be suitable for packing, 


their conduct should be reviewed by the Court with every con- 
sideration consistent with the rights of others. 


In the case at bar, it is the conclusion of the Court that the 
evidence did not warrant the jury in finding that the corn 
raised on the plaintiff’s ten-acre field was suitable for packing, 
and that the verdict against the defendants for rejecting the 
corn from that field cannot be sustained.”’ 

As to Stencilling Cases: 

Sometime since we received a letter from a member of the 
Association enclosing one from a large wholesale grocery house, 
asking whether in the opinion of our counsel, it was necessary 
to stencil cases of canned foods so as to show the weight of con- 
tents. This matter was referred to our attorney, who handed 
in his opinion, based upon the Federal Pure Food and Drugs 
Act, the regulations promulgated for the enforcement of that 
Act, and the decisions of the Courts upon questions having re- 
lation to the one propounded. We believe the matter is of suf- 


ficient importance to justify publication of the opinion in full, 
and the same is here appended: 


“The question raised by these letters is the necessity or not 
of showing the weight upon the cases containing canned foods. 

“Considering this question in the light of the recent 
amendment to the National Pure Food and Drugs Act of June 
30th, 1906, and the laws of the several states now in force on 
the subject of labelling canned foods, I would say as follows: 

“1. The amendment to the National Law above referred 
to provides that an article shall be deemed to be misbranded 
when “if in package form the quantity of the contents be not 
plainly and conspicuously marked on the outside of the pack- 


age in terms of weight, measure or numerical count: Pro- 
vided, however, that reasonable variations shall be permitted, 
and tolerances and also exemptions as to small packages shall 
be established by rules and regulations made in accordance 
with the provisions of section three of this Act.” ,

The above amendment is now in force, although by its 
terms no penalty of fine, imprisonment or confiscation shall be 


enforced for any violation of its provisions as to domestic’ 


products prepared or foreign products imported prior to 
eighteen months after its passage, and the date of its passage 
was March 3, 1913. I take it, however, that the Messrs. 
Stevens wish to be informed as to the proper method of la- 
belling under the above amendment, so that they may make 
provision to meet its terms fully. 


Regulation No. 2 for the enforcement of the Food and 
Drugs Act declares: 

“The term ‘original unbroken package’ as used in 
this Act is the original package, carton, case, can, box, 
barrel, bottle, phial or other receptacle put up by the 
manufacturer, to which'the label is attached, or which may 
be suitable for the attachment of a label, making one com- 
plete package of the food or drug article. The original 
package contemplated includes both the wholesale and re- 
tail package.”’ 

3. “From the above regulation it appears that by ‘pack- 
age’ is understood any receptacle put up by the manufacturer 
to which the label is attached, or which may be suitable for the 
attachment of a label, and includes both the wholesale and the 
retail package. It is true that the above regulation was pro- 
mulgated before the enactment of the above amendment, and 
while there was no requirement of the National law with ref- 
erence to a statement of the weight of contents on the label, 
other than if such statement were made, it should be a true 
statement, yet it shows clearly how similar words now found 
in the amendment were construed, and hence, how they are 
likely to be construed again. In practical operation, then, it is 
more than likely that the Department will construe the amend- 
ment as indicated by the regulation above quoted, will require 
that all package goods shall be labelled, and will hold that the 
word ‘package’ is sufficiently broad to include the case which 
holds the can as well as the can itself. 


“Upon the whole then, I would advise that all cases of 
canned goods be so stencilled as to show thereon the contents 
in terms of weight per can. For instance, “2 dozen (2 lbs. 8 
oz. each) No. 3 Cans.”’ Of course, it is to be understood that 
the principal label upon each can will make a like statement. 

“A number of the States also require a statement of the 
weights of contents, and from a reading of the laws of the sev- 
eral States now in force on that subject, I believe the method of 
stencilling the cases, as above indicated, would meet the re- 
quirements of those laws.” 


Tomatoes Packed With Puree: 

This office recently addressed a communication to the 
Board of Food and Drug Inspection as to the proper labelling 
of tomatoes packed with the puree made from the by-product. 
In answer to the same the Board says: 


“It is the belief of the Board that Puree when added 
to canned tomatoes is in the nature of an adulterant and 
can be so demonstrated. Notwithstanding this fact, if 
Puree is manufactured in a manner so as to produce a pure 
and wholesome product, if it is not made from whole toma- 

’ toes, and the word ‘‘Puree” is modified by a plain state- 
ment of the material used in its manufacture and the 
label is free from any pictorial design or device, as 
tomato fruit, which tends to give a false inference as to 
its source and to its composition, the Board sees no ob- 
jection to its sale, but the word ‘‘Tomatoes” should not 
appear upon the label in-equal or greater prominence 
than the word 

It should be borne in mind that in interpreting the 
above opinion the label must be free from any pictorial de- 
vice representing the whole tomato, as this might be mis- 
leading to the consumer. 

The definition of the term ‘“‘Puree’”’ should also be care- 
fully considered. Webster’s dictionary says: ‘Puree, a dish 
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made by boiling any article of food to a pulp and rubbing it 


‘through a sieve; as a puree of fish or potatoes; especially a 


soup, the thickening of which is so treated.’’ 

From the above it is seen that Puree is the solid portion 
of the product pulped either before or after considerable 
evaporation has taken place. 

This ruling of the Board must not be taken to in any 
sense modify the requirements as set forth in F. I. D. 144, 
where it was stated that in the opinion of the Board the 
addition of pulp to tomatoes constitute adulteration; but it is 
permitted to pack tomatoes with puree, provided they are 
not designated as tomatoes, and there is no pictorial device 
which would indicate that the contents of the can are toma- 
toes. 

Stenciling Cases: 


Since the publication of Bulletin No. 12 of counsel’s 
opinion on this subject, the Secretary’s Office has received 
numerous inquiries from members as to the full meaning 
and effect of the regulations for stenciling cases. In order 
to remove any uncertainty that may exist we have asked for 
a ruling by the three Secretaries charged with the promul- 
gation of the regulations, and hope to have an expression on 
the point before many days. Meantime we do not specially 
advise that members make any radical changes in their sten- 
cils, unless it is their desire to do so. 


MURDER, NOT SARDINES. 


In its issue of March 29th the Daily Oklahoman published 
an article under the title of ‘‘Can of Sardines Produces Death,”’ 
stating that R. S. Woodward, of Chickasha, Oklahoma, had 
died after a week’s illness, said to have been caused by pto- 
maine poisoning, derived from eating a can of sardines. 


The Bureau of Publicity of the National Canners’ Asso- 
ciation took this up, and a signed statement was secured from 
Mrs. Woodward by the efforts of a special representative sent 
to investigate the case. 


When first approached Mrs. Woodward maintained that 
the sardines had been the cause of her husband’s illness and 
death, but certain information pointed to the fact that this 
statement was not true. This information was given to the 
State authorities by our representative, and the arrest of Mrs. 
Woodward followed. After being placed in jail she confessed, 
and the signed statement was secured. i 


In this statement she admitted having become acquainted 
with a certain John Tremont, a shoemaker, three months be- 
fore her husband’s illness. They became warm, personal 
friends, and were on terms of intimacy a very short time after 
their acquaintance. 

Her husband, having an insurance policy for a thousand 
dollars, they decided to poison him, get him out of the way 
and collect the insurance. It was suggested to use sardines 
in which to give the poison, -as this would be the best food to 
use. 

On Monday, the 17th of March, according to Mrs. Wood- 
ward’s confession, Tremont called at her house with the poi- 
son and mashed it up and stirred it in the sardines, which 
had been prepared for Mr. Woodward’s supper. The sardines 
were eaten by him, and he then became violently ill. Mrs. 
Woodward, becoming frightened, called a doctor, who re- 
lieved her husband of the first dose, but about a week later 
Tremont called at the house, saying that as the first dose did 
not get it, they would have to give Woodward another, which 
they did the following day, and which caused Mr. Woodward’s 
death. 

In its issue of April 7th the Daily Oklahoman published 
a full history of this case, stating that Mrs. Woodward had 
made the confession and giving full credit to the National Can- 
ners’ Asosciation for the investigation it had made.

The Work Well Begun—lIts Usefulness to the Industry Appar- 
ent—Its Maintenance. 


The National Canners’ Association announces the organi- 
zation of its laboratories. The personnel is as follows: 

Chief Chemist, Dr. W. D. Bigelow, now assistant chief of 
the Bureau of Chemistry, Department of Agriculture and mem- 
eg the Board of Food and Drug Inspection, Washington, 


Chief Bacteriologist, Dr. A. W. Bitting, now Food Tech- 
nologist, Department of Agriculture. 


The Association has rented the property at 1739 H Street 


N. W., Washington, D. C., and the same is now being fitted up 
for laboratory purposes. 


The Chief Chemist will be in active charge on or about 
June 1, 1913, and the Chief Bacteriologist, who is now in Cali- 


fornia, will take charge of his department as soon as the Gov- 
ernment work in which he is now engaged is finished. 


The chemical laboratories should begin operation at the 
latest by August 1, 1913, although if the present active prog- 


gress is maintained, it is hoped to have the same open in ad- 
vance of that time. 


The laboratories will be financed in the following man- 
ner: 


The laboratory equipment will, in every respect, be equal 
to that of the United States Government laboratories and will 


cost at least $10,000, and has been donated by the American 
Can Company. 


The American Can Company and the Continental Can 
Company have jointly agreed to contribute yearly, for a period 
of three years, to the maintenance of the laboratories, in the 


proportion of two to one, an equal amount to that raised by 
the members of the National Canners’ Association. 
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In addition to this, the following subscriptions have been 
made: 


American Sheet and Tin Plate Company, Pittsburgh, 
$2,500 per year for three years. 


The John Boyle Company, Baltimore, $300 per year 
for three years. 


Southern Can Company, Baltimore, $300 per year for 
three years. 


W. W. Boyer & Company, Baltimore, $200 per year for 
three years. 


The research work of the laboratories will cost approxi- 
mately $32,000 per year. It is expected that the commercial 
branch of the laboratories will be about self-sustaining. While 
the principal object of these laboratories is research work to 
benefit the canning industry, it is purposed to officer and main- 
tain a commercial branch, which is intended to meet every con- 


sistent need of the canners, and will be developed as rapidly as 
possible. 


The Committee on Scientific Research of the National 
Canners’ Association will adopt suitable regulations governing 
this work, and also establish a schedule of fees for work done 


for individual canners. This committee will determine the 
problems to be investigated by the research laboratories. 

It is unnecessary to dwell upon the advantages that will 
accrue to the industry if these laboratories received the united 
support of all its members. 

The personnel of those having active charge of the labora- 
tories will insure their success and incidentally satisfy the con- 
suming public that the members of the National Canners’ As- 
sociation are making every possible effort to deserve its fullest 
confidence. 

The following letters show Dr. Bigelow’s feeling towards 
this advance step, and how he is regarded by the head of the 
Bureau of Chemistry.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


The “May drouth” on peas appears to be with us. 


A very auspicious beginning for the National Associa- 
tion Laboratories, the real importance of which is probably 
not fully realized by many. Dr. Bigelow, in his letter of 
resignation to the Government, points the value of such. 
In this respect the canning industry is now at the top of 
them all. 


The country will begin to think that the moving of the 
National Canners’ Association into Washington was like 
the entrance of the camel’s head into the tent—it would 
soon occupy the whole thing. If they are not careful, we 
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warn them, Secretary Gorrell will annex the Capitol as 
office headquarters, the White House as private office for 
the Executive Committee, and the Treasury as the counting 


“house for the Publicity Campaign. 


A lustful murderess and her partner in Oklahoma 
tried to lay the blame on sardines, but old sleuth Frank and 
his trusty henchmen drag forth the guilty ones and land 
them in prison, and in the shadow of the gallows. Just an- 
other evidence of how canned foods have been made the 
“goat” for every sort of crime, but without success now, 
since the Publicity Bureau is on the job. 


But for crass foolishness, read the account of the New 
Jersey newspaper which has discovered that the Govern- 
ment is buying gooseberry juice for use in canned foods to 
replace the injurious preservatives formerly used. And 
this from a section surrounded by canning factories; from 
a locality largely devoted to truck gardening whose prod- 
ucts go to the canneries, and in this 20th century! Possi- 
bly the editor thought that gooseberry juice, used as sug- 
gested, would act the same as turtle serum on tuberculosis. 


Many interesting questions have been answered by the 
counsel of the National Association in recent bulletins. We 
are publishing these in this issue, though, strictly speaking, 
we should not do so. The canners who are supporting the 
National Canners’ Association and contributing to its sup- 
port are the ones who are making possible this splendid 
service, and they are the only ones who should have the 
benefit of such good work, ‘hese bulletins are furnished 
every member of the Association, and our one reason for 
publishing them is to show the industry what great work 
is being done. There are still some canners, and not all 
of them small ones either, who continue to wag their heads 
in mockery of the Association and its work, and refuse to 
join as members or to contribute as supporters. It is 
strange that this is so, but it is nevertheless true. ‘There 
are always some “too smart to be caught by any such 
tricks.” Yet these very men are the ones who are most 
eager to learn just such things as the Association is now 
working out for its members. 


The canner who will take the advices given here in 
these bulletins and refuse to pay his share for them ought 
to be ashamed to look his fellow canner in the face. He 
would be ashamed to be called a beggar, and yet a beggar is 
only one who lives on the alms of others. What else is he 
doing ? 

We cannot imagine any excuse for any canner in the 
business not being a member of the National Canners’ As- 
sociation; and if there is any such excuse, we would like 
to know what it is. There is an honor in being allied with 


a movement as great as this; with an Association which 
ranks in its work with the foremost Associations of the 
country; and the day is about here when the consuming 
public will rightfully demand why any packer is not a mem- 


ber, and failing a good excuse—for there is none—will 
properly condemn that packer and his goods. 
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One question asked and answered has reference to the 
labelling of goods bought from another packer to fill con- 
tracts. The counsel of the Association replies that to label 


such goods with your name as “packers and distributors” is 
a breach of the Pure Food law, and illegal 

This being the case, it must be even more illegal to put 
them out as of your own packing, when, in fact, you did not 
pack them. This would mean that you cannot buy from 
another packer to fill your contracts, unless you label the 
goods as “distributed by” or “distributors.” There is no 
question but what the Government would prosecute any 
other action, because the law plainly says that if a state- 
ment be made on the label it must be true. This should be 
kept in mind by sellers of futures. 


In fact, we will not be surprised to see the Government 
rule against the use of the word “distributor” by a packer. 
In the accepted meaning of this word the packer is not a 
distributor ; and from the fact that the use of this word is 
being abused, a correction and restraining order may be 
looked for. Goods which the packer is not anxious to ac- 
knowledge as his own are being put out over the packer’s 
name as “distributors,” and the Government is aware of 
this. It is a form of evasion of the law which is particu- 
larly obnoxious to those enforcing the law. In fact, an 
error, made in good faith, is always more leniently dealt 
with than is a deliberate attempt to evade 


The legal aspect of the recent decision in Maine is also 
given by the Association counsel. This is of the greatest 
interest to every packer. Briefly, it upholds the packer in 
his contention that he has a right to reject unfit foods or 
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crops when offered by his growers, under the grower’s con- 
tract. The packer is held by law responsible for the goods 
he packs, and any damages which may result from their 
use; therefore, the Supreme Court of Maine held that he 
must of right protect his goods. 


Under a recent ruling of the Department of Agricul- 
ture the word “Petit Pois” could not be used on canned 
peas. After mature consideration of this, and the length of 
time it has been used a designating term for a certain grade 


of peas, the Government finally ruled that the words “Amer- 
ican Petit Pois” are permissible. 


F. I. F. 144 forbids the using of tomato pulp in 


canned tomatoes, but California succeeded in securing an 
exemption and permission to use this pulp, provided it was 
strictly pure, and cleanly made. And also provided the 
goods were not labelled “Tomatoes,” or showed any picture 
of a tomato. This provision has now been extended to 
cover the country. 


These and many other important matters have been 
taken up and handled by the Association, through its legal 
department, all of which stands as concrete evidence of the 
excellent work that is being done and of the great use such 
an Association is to the industry. It stands as a claim 
upon every canner to help support a body which is of such 
great value to the business. The good work the Associa- ° 
tion is doing must be evident to even the most biggoted 
canner, and we trust you are not such. If you are not a 
member, get into line at once, and you will feel better for 
having done so.

The Crops.—Now that all danger of frost is over, the 
probable size of the fruit and vegetable crops can be fairly 
accurately estimated and canners have buyers in the field 
signing contracts with growers for this season’s supply of 
raw material Crops generally promise to be bountiful, 
but the quality of both fruits and vegetables will prob- 
ably be below the average as a result of the extremely 
dry season. Fruit growers in California have not been 
dealt with very kindly by Nature this season, very un- 
usual conditions having prevailed. The citrus growers 
of Southern California lost a large part of their crop last 
January by frost and their orchards were badly damaged. 
The citrus districts in Northern and Central California 
escaped unscatched. The rainfall for the season has been 
much heavier in the south than it has been in the 
great valleys and along the coast and deciduous fruits 
are in better shape there. Taken as a whole the decidu- 
ous fruit orchards of the State are not in good shape, ex- 
cept in districts where irrigation is practiced and high- 
quality fruit will not be plentiful this season. This will 
apply particularly to apricots. 

The Market.—Spot fruit business is keeping up well, 
but the orders received seem to be placed to meet imme- 
diate requirements only. Opening prices promise to be 
about the same as last season on most lines and buyers 
see no advantage in loading up with stock. The situation 
in regard to the new pack is rapidly clearing and opening 
rates will probably be named earlier than was the case 
last season, especially if the green fruit buyers are suc- 
cessful in making large early purchases. 

Asparagus.—The demand for new pack asparagus is 
scarcely as heavy as was anticipated, the large buyers 
being disposed to keep out of the market. A few packers 
have hold-over stocks, some of which are not of the best 
quality, and the dumping of these onto the market at this 
time at concessions in price has served to affect the sale 
of futures. Stocks of last season’s pack are light here and 
this year’s pack promises to be smaller than that of 1912, 
so that the outlook is really quite satisfactory. The lack 
of late rains is affecting both the quantity and quality of 
the asparagus now being harvested, neither being up to 
the normal. Packers are not attempting to push the sale 
of new asparagus, at least not to the extent of making 
concessions, feeling that the situation will soon clear 
itself. 

But very little business is being done here in toma- 
toes, as stocks are low, especially in Solid Pack. Stand- 
ard 2%s are being offered at 82%4c. and No. 8 at $2.40. 
The lumber and mining camps are now being opened and 
the stocks on hand can easily be absorbed by the home 
markets. No future business is being solicited, and it will 
be months before prices are named here. 


The California Market 


Crops not so good but Canners are contracting with growers—Spot business 


is only fair and future prices are expected to be named shortly—The As- 
paragus situation—Tomatoes strong—Peas about ready—Japanese Fisher- 
men—Other interesting Coast Notes. ,

Peas.—California peas are moving rather slowly at 
opening prices, but this seems to be the rule in other mar- 
kets also. The pea crop seems to be in fair condition in 
spite of the drought and packing will be in order within a 


short time, as the fresh vegetable markets are now well 
supplied with this article. 


Hawaiian Pineapple.—Hawaiian pineapple is moving 
rather slowly at the present time, probably due to the 
fact that the winter pack was quite heavy and the retail 
trade is fairly well supplied. The summer pack will prob- 
ably be the largest on record, but the advertising cam- 
paign now under way is expected to stimulate the con- 
suming demand to a marked degree. Some of the orders 
being received by packers for future delivery are not to 


their liking in regard to the selection of assortment and 
some of these are being turned down. 


The Alaskan Legislature, in session at Juneau, has 
passed an anti-alien fishing bill designed to bar Japanese 
fishermen from operating in Alaskan waters. It is 
claimed that the Japanese have rapidly increased their 


operations in that territory during the past few years and 
that they are driving the white fishermen out. 


Legislation—The Bowman Name on the Label Bill 
is still in committee in the Legislature and every effort 
is being made to get it out for a vote as a poll of the Sen- 
ate indicates that it can be passed there. At the present 
time anti-Japanese legislation and other administration 
measures are taking up most of the time of the legislators. 

Another measure that is of interest to canners is the 
Compulsory Compensation Act that will doubtless be 
passed. This measure is an exceedingly drastic one and 
is not favored by manufacturers generally in its present 
form. It provides that in the case of injury workmen are 
to receive 65 per cent. of their average weekly wages 
while incapacitated; that the Industrial Accident Board 
may order the payment of a iump sum settlement at its 
pleasure regardless of the ability of the employer to pay 
this ; that safety appliances of specified types must be in- 


stalled in manufacturing plants and that the State will 
engage in the insurance business. 

A weights and measures bill has been passed by the 
State Legislature and weights and measures in all places 
of business in the State will be inspected regularly. 

Coast Notes.—The American Can Company is com- 
pleting the erection of a large three-story-and-basement 
factory building at Harrison, Nineteenth street and Treat 
avenue. The contract was awarded last January and the- 
structure, which cost about $10,000, is now ready for use. 

A plant for the utilization of cannery waste is to be 
established at the mouth of the Beluga River, Alaska, 
one hundred and sixty miles from Seldovia, by the Alaska 
Fish Products Company, at an estimated cost of $500,000.

—Reports mainly by wire—The canned food situation as IT IS. 


BALTIMORE. 


May 10th, 1913. 


Future Tomatoes were fairly active this week, and the 
buying orders came from the same widely separated markets 
that have been buying them since the first of the year, but 
the average size of the orders was smaller than it was last 
week. The canners do not show any disposition to lower their 
prices any further, for the reason that they have already 
reached the danger line, and that they had better take thin 
chances in the open market when the canning season opens up 
next August. There is no need to hurry in the matter, anyway, 
they claim. On the other hand, the jobbers continue to pursue 
a conservative policy in regard to buying futures, taking on 
additional quantities as needed. There is no news of impor- 
tance concerning the crop, for the very good reason that it is 
too early in the season for either good or bad news. 

Spot Tomatoes were dull and easy in the early part of the 
week, but showed more life toward the close, especially for the 
grade that falls enough below the strictly standard quality to 
be classed as too good for ordinary seconds and too poor 
for fair standards, the price for that grade being marked 
down to make them attractive. That the Government will 
insist upon a higher average grade of Tomatoes being 
canned hereafter is a foregone conclusion, and the so-called 
“Off-Standards’” may be a thing of the past. Strictly Stand- 
ard Tomatoes of well-known brands at today’s prices look 
attractive for any market. 

The new crop of spring Spinach is coming in, but the ship- 
pers are taking more of it than the canners, and the latter are 
not accumulating any stock above their orders, as yet, but they 
hope to do so in the next two or three weeks. If they cannot 
do so, and it looks doubtful, the cost of that article will be 
higher. Sweet Potatoes were stronger again this week, and 
fairly active, after the sudden reaction from the very low price 
that had been prevailing for them. There was no activity dur- 
ing the week in the other lines of vegetables, outside of the 
usual daily orders for them. 

New Pineapples are arriving in increased quantities, and 
the jobbers are buying them for prompt delivery in small lots, 
as well as for deliveries scattered over two or three months, as 
may be needed. May, June and July are always lively months 
in the pineapple business here. See quotations on the last page 
for the new pack. There was the usual run of small orders for 
canned fruits during the week, but it cannot be said that any 
one article was particularly active. The stocks are light, very 
much lighter than usual, for this time in the season, conse- 
quently there are very few price fluctuations. The new Straw- 
berry crop will be ready for canning purposes in a couple of 
weeks if the weather conditions continue favorable, and the 
jobbers are already showing some interest in them. No sales 
of “futures’’ in fruits of any kind have been made here, as yet. 

Cove Oysters continue strong, and the market looks still 
stronger ahead on account of light stocks everywhere at all 
producing points. They look safe to buy at today’s prices.

Tomatoes.—We quote from the New York Journal of 
Commerce, May 7th, as follows: situation in spot Toma- 
toes is unchanged. Offerings of strictly standard stock are 
limited, and as a rule holders are unwilling to shade 80c. f. o. b. 
factory for No. 3s that will grade up to the mark, though here 


and there stock might be picked up at 77%c. There are 
quite free offerings of No. 3s as of standard quality at 75c. 
f. o. b. factory, but in most cases where the goods meet the 
requirements of a standard, it is found that the cans are more 
or less rusted, or that the labels are stained and will have to 
be replaced. In many instances the so-called standards at 
75c. are lightweight or off color. The demand for spot toma- 
toes, even of strictly standard quality, is limited at present. 
Future Tomatoes are dull but firm.’’ 

This tells the whole story. We might add that with all 
the dullness in the market since December ist and the pessi- 
mistic feeling on the part of many large merchants, the spot 
market is the same as it was before and during a large por- 
tion of last packing season. This speaks volumes as to the 
quantity of Tomatoes in first hands, which we have always 
contended was small, and we think that this is positive proof 
of same. May and June are two of the best consuming 
months, and the least active demand, with the small stocks in 
first hands, will effect a very different condition in the market. 

The future Tomato game is all before us, and one per- 
son’s guess is as good as another’s. In 1912 the jobbing fra- 
ternity broke a trace to buy futures, and consequently the 
packers broke a trace to get an acreage, and as a result the 
large pack of 1912. This year jobbers are indifferent and 
packers are indifferent. Some are not going to pack at all; 
others wish they did not own a canning house, and are only 
going to pack just enough to keep their factory organization 
together, and the story at the end of 1913 may be the reverse 
of 1912. It is human nature to jump from one extreme to 
another; it is good business policy to keep in the middle of 
the road. 

Corn.—Spot Corn that will pass muster is in good de- 
mand, and in large blocks at 50c. delivered. Some large deal- 
ers who realize that Corn is being offered below cost of pro- 
duction are laying in large stocks of same, knowing that they 
can buy Corn cheaper as spot than as future. They are wise 
and show good business sense. At the same time this gives a 
touch of strength to the market, as it gets the spot holdings 
into stronger hands, but it should not and we do not believe it 
will mislead the intelligent packer who is well advised as to 
the large amount of Spot Corn, and will govern his 1913 pack 
accordingly, packing only sufficient Corn to keep his factory 
organization together. 

There are no changes to report in either the Spot or Fu- 
ture Corn market, except a slightly stronger undertone to the 
spot market and a continued apathy in the future market, 
with prices in each unchanged.

ANOTHER ERROR CORRECTED. 


In its issue of March 28, the Topeka (Kan.) Capital pub- 
lished an article under the title of ‘‘Poison In Peas Fatal; Pto- 
maine Kills Kansan,” stating that Mr. James O. Malone, of 


Burlington, Kan., had died from ptomaine poisoning, probably 
taken while eating canned peas. 


This case was fully investigated by the Bureau of Pub- 
licity of the National Canners’ Association, and in a signed 
statement by the attending physician it was shown that Mr. 
Malone’s death was caused by obstruction of the bowels, from 
which he had suffered for a number of years. 
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A letter was immediately addressed to the editor of this 
paper, and in its issue of April 15th an article under the title 
of “Clear Canned Peas of Kansan’s Death,” giving the true 
cause of Mr. Malone’s sickness and death, was published. 


This article was also called to the attention of the Mer- 
chant’s Journal, of Topeka, Kan., and in its issue of April 19th 
the full history of our investigation was published; again in- 
their issue of April 26th the same paper published an editorial 
under the title of ‘‘Ptomaine,” in which it stated that they 
had made some investigation of this case, in conjunction with 
that made by our Association, and which corroborated ours, 
and also giving some advice to the merchants as to the reports 
about persons being afflicted by so-called ptomaine poisoning.
